Production of our Exglif Colonies, is purchafed at firtt 
from the French by the Traders in our own Colonies. 

8. Tuat the French Sugar Colonies have even many 
Privileges and Advantages, in refpeét to their Govern- 
ment and Trade, which the Engl have not. To in- 
ftance only one ; the French admit ot a Spawif> Trade 
to and from their Iflands, which we do not, whereby 
they have gain'd, and we have loft, the Spani/> Silver 
and Gold, which was formerly fo plenty inour Iflands, 
that great Remittances therein were made to England. 

9. Tuar the Englifh Sugar Colonies have been, and 
are under greater Hardfhips than any other of his Ma- 
jefty’s Dominions; and the total Ignorance of the 
Chriftian Religion in the Negroes, and their unavoidable 
Labour and ftri€t Ufage, is become more deplorable 
than in any other Government whatever. 

10. THarT for any one to talk of our Sugar Colonies 
fetting up for themfelves, and throwing off their De- 
pendency on Great Britain, is more ridiculoufly abfurd, 
than to imagine the Ifle of Wight, Guernfey, Ferfey, 
and the little Iflands in thefe Seas are about to do the 
fame thing. 

11. Tuat the Preferwation, Encouragement, Peopling 
and Enlarging our Colonies in the Weft Indies, would 
not only te of dire Advantage to this Nation ; but 
alfo a Tie and an Inducement to her Colonies on the 
American Continent to continue fteadfaft and loyal to 
the Britifh Crown, by the Profits and Advantages they 
do at prefent, and may, hereafter in a greater Degree, 
find in their Trade to them. For it muft be noted, 
and ought to be well remembered, that our We? India 
Iflands have the Labour and Slavery to produce Com- 
modities ; but that Great Britain, Ireland and the Nor- 
thern Colonies, carry on the whole Trade and Naviga- 
tion, with their own Men and Shipping, and confe- 
quently are as well the greateit, as the eafieft Gainers 
from them : Which is a Matter of very high Impor- 
tance, ard tho’ perhaps has not been fo much, or {fo 
well taken Notice of, as it ought to be, certainly 
fhould be both rightly confidered and attended to. 

12. SHouLD Great Britain lole her Sugar Colonies, cr 
fuffer them to decline and dwindle into Nothing : in fuch 
Cafe, the Profits and Conveniency of a Commerce to be al- 
lowed and ettablifhed between the French Sugar Colonies 
and our Northern Colonies, may be a prevailing ‘Tempta- 
tion hereafter (xt fome unlucky Cenjuncture) for thefe 
latter to cait off their Subjection to their Mother-Country, 
efpecially fhould they grow difcontented, as they grow 
powerful. 

13. Sparw has her Mines of Gold and Silver, and 
all the rich Commodities of the fineft Countries in 
America: Portugal has Brafil, a Colony profitable be- 
yond Defcription : The Dutch have their Pofleflions in 
the Eaft Indies, at the Cape of Good Hope, Surinam, 
Barbicies and E/Jequebe (befides their Iflands) in the Weft 
Indies: The French are extending their Commerce and 
Settlements in all Parts: We, the Eng/i/, had, and 
ffill Have, many vatuabté “Trades; but feveral of them 
have been loft, or injudicioufly, to fayno worfe, given 
up. We have parted with dmboina and the Spice Trade 
in the Eaff Indies; with the Cape of Good Hopes with 
Surinam ; and if we negleét our Sugar Iflands, we may 
foon become dependent on foreign Powers for every 
Commodity, of the Produétion of the Earth, that is 
peculiar to the Countries between the Tropicks, awhich 
are known to be very many and very valuable. ‘Thus we 
may be obliged to lay up much of our Shipping, and 
fuffer our Sailors to fhift for their Bread among other 
Nations, if we do not preferve our Southern Colonies 
to employ them: Or, we may goa Begging to other 
Nations for Permiffions and Licenfes to trade to their 
Dominions, (as our Northern Colonies lately did to the 
French Wands) which, when obtained, may be on fo 
hard Conditions, as we fhall get nothing by it. 

14. Every Nation of Europe is at prefent taken 
up with nothing more than the /ecuring to itfeif all the 
Benefits and Advantages of Trade and Navigation ; 
and whatever Commerce we have with themt, we begin 
to pay dear for. Our Sugar Iflands are the only 
Colonies in the hot Climates thet are poflefied by Great 
Britain. If we lofe them, and be defirous to mammtain 


Trade and Navigation, we fhall be deemed and mutt 
become the Pack-Affes (if I may ufe the Expreffion) in- 


ftead of the principal Navigators, Traders, and Mer- 
chants of Europe. “i, 


Ir is uy Sir, that all Men muft affent to 
moft of the foregoing Cénclufions, and there are Faéts. 
and Reafons to fupport the other: But that you may 
fee, at one View, the Inequality between the Englifo 
and French Sugar Wands in the Weft Indies, and how

Some of thefe Iflands you fee, Sir, are claimed both 
by the Englif and French ; but it is certain the latter 
have been making their Title, good by Poffe/fion, to feve- 
ral of them, as Santa Lucia, St. Vincent, and Dominica. 
And we have been informed, that France has actually 
fold the Ifland of Senta Cruz to the King of Denmaré, 
for 250,000 Crowns, which is nothing ftange [if the 
had a Right fo to do) her Defign, no doube, being 
fully to people E/pagniole, as well as Martinique and the 
Windward Iflands under that Government ; for that 
being once effeétually done, all the other Iflands poffef- 
fed by the other Europeans in that Neighbourhood, 
will eafily become her Prey, whenever the pleafes to 
feize them. And indeed we have very {mall Expeéta- 
tions from any of the Iflands claimed by us, except 
Jamaica, Barbados, Antigua, St. Chriflophers, Nevis, 
and Monferat ; fo that what are the Hopes, Fears, and 
prefent Condition of thefe, all little Spots of Earth, 
but Famaica, moft furely be proper Matte? of En- 
quiry ; for we find that their I itants are very un- 
eafy, grow fewer and fewer, and thofe that can accom- 
plith it, remove to our Colonies on the Continent. 

Wuereas Martinique being the principal Seat of 
Government in the French Caribbre Ilands, its Power, 
Situation and Importance, has not been enough conf- 
dered by us in England ; for it has many excellent Bays 
and Harbours all atong its Coaits; and Fort Royal infi- 
nitely exceeds any thing we have in thofe Parts. ‘This 
Ifland is very populous, and has upwards of 110,000 
Negro Slaves on it, can mufter between 15,000 and 
20,000 white fighting Men; refolute in the Defence 
and Service of their Cologies, as the Engl have 
feveral Times €xperienced. [tis fall of fruirful Val» 
lies and fine Rivers, and altho’ mountainous, yet their 
Slaves do not rebel as in Jamaica, but are as good as 
any in the World; which-mult be’ attributed to the 
Wifdom of their Laws, and the Lenity of their Govern- 
ment.
